Mal- 
ignant disease of the thyroid gland 
is often associated with overstrain 
or sudden shock. Here operation is 
generally necessary and is a very ser- 
fous matter indeed. In some myster- 
ious way removal of the thyroid gland | 
effects the mental powers, and the un-" 
fortunate person who has his thyroid 
removed is in great danger of losing 
his wits, more particularly his mem- 
ory.—Pearson’s Weekly.

_ Waiting For Suffrage 

A clergyman who addresse da Mont- 
real suffrage league not long ago 
thought that a regrettable mistake of 
some of the workers for suffrage was 
overlooking other responsibilities in 
the meantime. A great deal could be 
done to better the conditions among 
the poor, without the vote. The speak- 
er urged the enlistment of those who 
were idle in social work. 

“Let women go upon the platform 
and speak upon political questions, 
saying no word of suffrage,” said a 
speaker at the inaugural meeting of} 
the Political Equality League in To- 
ronto. It would prove, he said, the 
best suffrage argument they couid 
offer. Let them take hold of every 
great public question, and make it 
a servant of suffrage, showing men, 
how to make politics clean. Another | 
speaker on that occasion said of the 
“new woman” that she is merely the 
newly-awakened woman. Contrary to 
the usual contention of men, woman's 
great fault has been silence. It was 
always admitted that she could talk, 
but not that she could speak. Now 
women speakers appear who speak 
with a feminine eloquence all their 


masculine. 

Miss Pethick, a suffrage visitor 
from England, closely identified with 
the movement there, hoped that Can- 
adian women might get the vote, but 
not too soon. “If you get it too soon 
hal? the women won't know its 
worth, but if you have to struggle 
for it, women will be better educated, 
and will do more with the ballot 
when they get it.”
